19,) which are 
there. They would probe the wound to the bot- 
tom. Ifthe sinner did fret, and flinch, and groan, 
and struggle, and gnash upon them with his teeth, 
they would not desist, but ply themselves the more 
actively. To feel, they knew to be a sign of lift 
and ifthe sinner felt himselfto be poor and wretch- { 
ed, and miserable, and blind, and naked, they would 
direct him to the Great Physician. 
Paul, when a prisoner, and in the presence of his 
judge, reasoned on some p ints of morality and reli- 
gion, which he must have known would be highly 
offensive, because, in all probability, he knew that 
Felix wasboth unjust, and unchaste. Yet while 
Paul was preaching the faith of Christ, he reasoned 
of righteousness and temperance—so fearlessly and 


eloquently, and with such solemn and awful refer- 
ence tothe judgment to come, that the Roman gov- 
ernor trembled upon his throne. 

Peter charges upon the Jews the murder of the 
Lord Jesus ; and he so charges 1 upon them as to 
set before them the full measure of their sin and 
guilt. Yemen of Israel, hear these words,—Jesu: 
of Nazareth, a man approved of God among you, by 
miracles, and wonders, and signs, which God did by 
him in the midst of you, as ye yourselves also know. 
Him beingdelivered by the determinate council and 
foreknowledge of God, ve have taken, and by wick- 
ed hands, have crucified and slain. Whom God 
hath raised up, having loosed the pains of death ; 
because it was not possible that he should be ho!/en 
of it. Acts ii. 22—24. 

When Stephen was under arrest, upon the 
charge of blasphemy, he closes his defence by most 
pointed reference to the sin and guilt of the Jews.— 
“Yestiff necked and uncircumcised in heart and 
ears, ye do always resist the Holy Ghost, as your 
fathers did, so do ye. W hich of the prophets have 
not your fathers persecuted ? And they have s!ain 
them which showed before of the coming of the Just 
One ; of whom ye have been the betrayers and mur- 
derers.”” Acts vi. 51, 52. 

The false teachers who bring into the church 
damnable heresies, are described by Peter as having 
eyes fullof adultery, and that cannot cease from 
sin; beguiling unstable souls ; an heart they have

In his Epistle to the Romans, the Apostle says,— 
“We have belore proved, both Jews ana Gentiles, 
that they are ali under sin. As it is written, there 
is none righteous, no, not one. There is none that 
understandeth—there is none that seeketh after God. 
They are all gone out of the way—they are alto- 
gether become unprofitable ; there is none that do- 
eth good, no, not one. Their throat is an open sep- 
ulchre—with their tongues they have used deceit— 
the poison of asps is under their lips. Whose mouth 
is full of cursing and bitterness. Their feet are 
swilt to shed blood. Destruction and misery are in 
in their wave ; and the way of peace have they not 
known. There is nofear of God before their eyes.” 
Rom. iii. 9—19. 

Blessed be God, there is a remedy for this terrible 
evil. The preaching of Christ crucified, is that 
remedy,—which ieads me to remark, again, that in 
preaching Christ crucified, the aposties insisted on 
the following great truths, viz. That the Lord Jesus 
Christ is the only and all-sufficient Saviour ; and

that sinners are reconciled to God only by his blood. 
The Lord Jesus Christ is the only Saviour—a plain, 
simple, glorious truth—a truth easy to be under- 
stood, and suited to every capacity—a truth in 
which men of all ages, and ranks, and conditions of 
life, are most deeply interested—a truth which the 
apostles loved to preach, even as they loved the 
sous of men; and, to which, they always attach 
the idea of exclusiveness. They preached re- 
pentance and faith, but never do they consider 
them as the efficient cause of salvation. Love and 
good works, prayer, and watchiulness, searching 
the scriptures, and attending diligently upon all the 
means of grace—were duties enjoined by the apos- 
tles—in their preaching, and in their letters to the 
churches ; but never are these duties considered the 
fsalvation. “For by grace are ye sa- 
ved. thro’ faith, & that not of yourselves—it is the gifi 
of Gor ; not of works, lest any man should boast.” 
Eph. ii. 8, 9, i. e. ye are saved by the tavor of God, 
through faith inthe Lord Jesus Christ. 

The idea of sufficiency, all-sufficic ncy, associated 
with an only Saviour, in view of the sin, and guilt, 
and extreme wreichedness of man, and the curse of" 
God; and the firethat is never quenched; and the 
gnawings of the worm that never dies, is a most 
cheering idea—it sheds light over the mind’s dark- 
ness, and ditluses hope through all the chambers of 
the soul. 

In view of Christ’s ail-sufficiency asa Swviour, 
there ir no room for despair, save where the «in er 
hardens his heart, and neglects the great salvation. 

In connexion with the preceding truths, there is 
another which ought not to be omitted. I: holds a 
prominent place in apostolic preaching. It is this— 
that sinners are reconciled to God only by the blood 
of Christ. Now this importance and prominence 
which is given to the shedding of the blood of Christ 
throughout the Bible, is so given to it, because the 
shedding of the blood of Christ is the price of our 
redemption —the ground on which the sinner is re- 
conciled to God.

CANADA.

Although surrounded by a most 
pieus and attached people, and enjoying the sincere 
esteem of Christians of many nations to whom he 
was known, he felt that he could sacrifice all for the 
sake of the perishing. With the approbation of his 
wife, a person of kindred spirit, he laid the matter 
before hiscongregation, and they, after prayerful 
consideration, and in the midst of tears, were con- 
vinced it was their duty to give up their beloved 
pastor for the sake of those who are so much more 
needy than themselves. 

It ought to be remembered also, that there is a 
very great lack of evangelical ministers in France, 
and Switzerland too, and that this self-denying 
church is liable to experience great difficulty in sup- 
plying the vacancy. Mr. Oliver was taken under 
the patronage of the Swiss Missionary Committee, 
and has arrived in New York, with his wife, on their 
way to Canada. He is about 36 years of age—a 
man of uncommonly pleasing address—speaks Eng- 
lish tolerably ; and brings etiess testifying what 
his conversation confirms, that he is richly endowed

Jones possess- 
ed a most lovely spirit, a clear understanding and a 
vuililess heart. When the news oflhis death reach- 
ed we, which was only a few days ago, I felt dis- 
twessed ; the grief of his beloved wife, and your sor- 
row, all presented it belore me ; he is now in heav- 
en, blessed with the unclouded presevce of Jesus, 
and walking the mount of God along with David, 
Isainh, Paul, and all the redeemed of every land. 
Nearly lour years have now passed since I left 
Philadelphia ; the time appears very short, every 
day brings along so much labor, labor too of so much 
urgency, that I have no time to cherish a despond- 
ing thought. 

The climate of Ava I find very trying to the 
constitution. In Maulmein and Rangoon, the} 
nights are cool, and much of the time you have 
iresh breezes from the sea, but here for about nine 
months the heat is uninterspersed by a single show- 
er ol rain, or hardly a breath of wiud ; atier per=pi- 
ring the whole night, you rise in the morning as 
nuch exhausted as when you lay down. Besides, 
‘he streets are not paved, and the dust rises in 
clouds so as to be nearly suffocating. Thousands of 
‘ue inhabitants have been swept off ina lew weeks 
past, by the small pox; we olien see them carry - 
ing three persons rolled in one mat, to the place of 
burning. Some houses near us, where four aod 
live persons lived, are now lett desolate, allare dead. 
lu this disease, Burman physicians never administer 
cathartice, aud never allow the clothes to be chan- 
ved, the patient to be washed, or fresh air to come 
to his room, and to this course of treatment I attrib- 
ute the mliguant pature of the disease in this coun- | 
try ; nine outof'ten die before the ninth day. [| 
had four school children taken down with the small | 
pox, and I determined to pursue aditlerent course, 
though their pancette| hardly be controlled ; | 
kept their bowels geutly open, had them kept clean, 
gave them wholesome diet, and kept them constant- 
ly in the air: they all did well, being hardly coufi- | 
ned at all ; these facts excited attention, and many 
came begging for medicine ; having very little o- 
the stock | brought from America, | was obliged to 
refuse them. 

By communications made to the Board, you will 
learn particulars relative to Ava. Bro. Cutter arri- 
ved the Istof January, and immediately put the 
press in operation. For ten months, the gospel lias 
been preached publicly, and books to a large 
amount have been distributed in this city and the 
neighboring towns. One of the Woon-Geee has of- 
ten threatened, and twice he has delivered a_pre- 
tended order from the King, directing me to leave 
the empire. F roi other officers of governmeut, I 
have learned that it was not the kimg’s order, and of 
course paid no attention to it. ‘The other day we 
were summoned to the Royal Court, and questioned 
with much precision. Such things we must expect, 
but if the door is not shut we will rejoice. We have 
a number of interesting inquirers ; we have a small 
school for boys, and if we had the things necessary, 
Mrs. K. and Mrs. C. could have a large school of 
girls from among the first families in the city. 

Will the sisters in your church make up a small box 
having scissors, needles, thread, thimbles, remnants 
of chints, and such like articles? Here nothing of 
the kind can be obtained. If we can get schools 
ago.ng, it will do much towards gaining the confi- 
dence ofthe people, and thus further the cause of 
Christ. 

Four have been baptized, and two others are ex- 
pected soon. In your supplications before God, 
plead for Ava, this great city, full of idolatry. 1 of- 
ten feel that the time of Burmah’s detiverance is 
near at hand.

A gratuitous 
distribution of books, on certain occasions, to a limmit- 
ed extent, has long been practiced in this country ; but 
never until very recently, have Christian books been 
liberally circulated here without money and without 
price. Only a few days ago, (the 23d ult.) on his re- 
turn from his 5th voyage along the coast, Mr. Gutz- 
laff assured us that the demand for books in the places 
he had visited, was greater thanit had ever been be. 
fore. With equal eagerness are Christian books 
sought for in this neighborhood, as you will see by 


I have attended a number of these meetings. It 
is pleasing tosee the unanimity and good feeling 
that prevail in the churches. ‘There is more broth- | 
erly love among the ministers—more zeal, and more 
perseverance—and I may say, more faith and good 
works. The preaching has been plain and sound. 
The good old way of “salvation by grace,” alone, 
has been the theme.

REVIVAL IN STONINGTON, CT. 

“The cloud of mercy which has been hang- 
ing over Hopkinton, Lebanon, and Mill Town, has 
for some days overshadowed Stonington, and distil- 
led its blessings upon the people.

went away, and the multitude dispersed.” 


Conversation with four Students. 


On the fourth day 1200 were circulated. « After 
these were distributed,” says Afa, “ four students 
cuine to converse wiih me on the subject of the reli. 
gious doctrines contained in the books; and I dis. 
coursed to them vut of the Scriptures concetning the 
great Lord of heaven and earth, the soul, the judg. 
ment, and the final awards of the righteous and the 
wicked. I assured them that both the heaven and the 
hell ofthe Budhists were false ; and I told them that 
men were required to believe the holy Scriptures, and 
that then they would obtain happiness and escape 
misery. When the men heard these things they com- 
mended us for propagating this good and tree reli- 
gion. The conversation being now ended, at theif 
request I supplied them with copies of all the books 
which they received with joy; and after expressing 
their thanks, took leave and went away. At four 
o’clock on the same afternoon, a military officer sent 
one of his servants to ask fora set of the books, and I 
gave to him also a copy of each.” 


Failure of Books. 


On the fifth day 1000 were distributed, and 550 on 
the sixth day. ‘ During this last day,” he says, “a 
greater number of persuns came for books than on 
any of the preceding days; suT, aALas! THE socks 
WERE WANTING : all that we brought with us had been 
distributed. Had we many thousands of copies, they 
might all be distributed at one of these examinations,” 

Early the next morning, April Ist, Afa and his 
friend left Chaou-king, and arrived here in the evening 
of the next day, rejoicing in the good success which 
the Lord gave them in publishing abroad his Gespe}. 
This success greatly encourages us, as it will you and 
all those who ars engayedin the promulgation of the 
Gospel. We felt considerable anxiety for Afa during 
his absence, and daily interceded in his behalf before 
God.

She often changed her con- 
fessors, expecting comfort from their advice. At 
last she found a friend in one of the companions of 
my youth; a man whose benevolence surpasses 
even the brigh: genius with which nature has gifted 
him ; though neither has been able to exempt him 
from the evils to which Spaniards seem to be fated 
in proportion to their worth. He became her con- 
fessor, and in that capacity spoke to her daily. But 
what could do against the inflexible tyranny in 
whose grasp she languished. 

“About this time, the approach of Napoleon’s ar- 
my threw the town into a general consternation, | 
and the convents were opened to such of the nuns as 
wished to fly. Maria Francisca, whose parents 
were absent, put herself under the protection of a 
young prebentary of the cathedral, and by his means 
reached Cadiz, where I saw ler on my way to 
England. I shall never forget the anguish wherein 
she disclosed to me the whole extent of her wretch- 
edness, as she exclaimed, There is no hope for me ! 
and fell into convulsions. 

“The liberty of Spain from the French invaders, | 
was the signal for fresh confinement of this helpless | 
young woman to her former prison. Here she at-| 
tempted to put an end to her suffering, by throw- | 
ing herself intoa deep well, but was taken out alive. | 
Her mother was now dead, and her friends 1nstitu- 
ted a suit of nullity of profession, before the ecclesias- | 
tical court. But the laws of the Council of Trent | 
were positive, and she was cast in the trial. Her 
despair, however, exhausted the little strength which 
her protracted sufferings had left her, and the un- 
fortunate Maria Francisca died soon after, having 
scarcely reached hertwenty-fifth year.
